the moral condition of the student. To 
ensure proper interest in the social side 
of college life, a Committee on Social 
Functions ha«l ben appointed. For tho 
moral side of the student's life., the 
BoBrd of Morals and Discipline wtiB 
held re^pon-stble. Tho duties of this 
litter consisted In reclaiming rather 
than preventing the fall of students- 

"You have heard our professoriate 
dissix>ted," said Dea.n Mo>-se. who rose 
to reply. Mo sta.ted that the faculty 
was a. tractable team, tl was composed 
of men of all shu.pos. all sh-.es, all 
heights and varying degrees of know- 
ledge. Reference, wa-s made, to the ele- 
ment of cosmopolitanism which w»« so 
large a factor at McOIU. 

The Dean also pointed out the phe- 
nomenal growth of the University. To 
Illustrate his point he quoted statistics 
from tho Montreal Gazetter of Septem- 
ber 14. IS54. In an article on McGiil 
t'ollego, It wns shown thnl at that time 
there were live professors in the Facul- 
ty of Arts, and one lecturer, fn law 
there were one processor and two lee- 
turcrers.

concluded Ulu Dcali. "AU will bu In 



vain if we cannot act as one In posses- 
sion ,.f a unity of love, affection and 
Pride In the lloyal Institution for tho 
Advancement, of Learning." 

In reply to Uio toast of tho Sister 
Universities, proposed by Hurry Buatty. 
the representative from Toronto and 
the delegate from Querns' both referred 
to the friendly relations existing bc- 
tween the great colleges of Canada, and 
to the fact that each had to do her 
share In the training of men for tho 
future leadership of the country. 

Tho toast to tho Sister Faculties w-na 
proposed by C. Tidmarsh. The repre- 
sentatives from Science, Law and Medi- 
cine, respectively, were .Messrs. Mont- 
gomery. Tindnle and Fleet. 

Mr. Dunton proposed tho toast lo the 
graduates, which was ably roplled to 
by Henry Morgan. 'IS, who advocated 
the establishment of a Graduates' Bul- 
letin, for the Art* faculty, such as that 
already published at intervals by tho 
Faculty of Applied Science.

POP QUIZZES 



A class in the University of Texas has declared itself in fa\or 
•f "pop quizzes," or unexpected c lass tests. The members are to be 
given credit for the courage with which they have expressed their 
convictions. 

Our fathers who came to M cGill know little of the meaning 
and significance of these "pop quizzes." Examinations were con- 
ducted on more or less easy system then, and there were fewer fail- 
ures, because the small classes enabled the professors to keep in clos- 
er personal touch with the students. 

The more rigorous examinations of recent times arc the result 
of the growing disproportion between student body and tutorial 
utaff. The principal has become a n executive head, and is unable to 
meet more than a small percentage of the McGill undergraduates. 
The deans of the faculties can inc reasc that percentage to what is 
still a very small fraction. Even the professors arc able to meet \ery 
few of their students outside the limits of the class room or the lec- 
ture hour. 

And so examinations have been introduced to ensure consistent 
work. At first, final examinations seemed to suffice for this. Mid- 
terms were introduced comparatively recently. Weekly and bi- 
weekly tests are of still later origin. 

But students seem to think tests administered without any 
warning whatever arc like blows when the back is turned. They 
might catch one prepared, and they might not. Their purpose is 
evidently to keep one persistently on the watch for such blows, and 
are apt to induce the idea prevalent in high schools and elementary 
schools where the system is often in popularity, that one must stick 
one's nose to the grindstone just enough to prrpare the lesson of the 
one day following. More knowledge than is necessary to pass a 
sudden "quiz" in some high schools is deemed unnecessary. 

These sudden death games, transferred from hockey to the 
class-room, where the starting gong rings without any notice, are 
very wearing on the nerves, and are a large price to pay for consist- 
ent work.
